MARCH QUARTER, 1943. 


MARRIAGES. 

The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 4,549, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 6-2 per 1,000 of the estimated populatioa ; this rate is 0-8 above that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1942. 

Of the total marriages, 4,410 (or 6-4 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the — 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (139) is equivalent to 2-9 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 
The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 16,679, of which 8,568 
were males and 8,111 of females. 
The number represents a rate of 22-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 3:3 
above the rate for the first quarter of 1942. 
The total includes 653 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3°9 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. :

DEATHS. 
The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 12,603; of this number 6,584 
were of males, and 6,019 of females. 
The equivalent,annual rate was 17-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-8 
above the rate for the fitst quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Dcaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and 
diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) —represented an annual rate of 0-7 per 1,000, which 
was 0°3 above that for the first quarter of 1942. 

Wher compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths ie these 
diseases show aa increase in the case of typhoid fever of 2, scarlet iever 3, whooping cough 
of 62, diphtheria 25, and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) of 112. On the other hand 
deaths from measles have decreased by 17, and typhus by one. 

The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 277, including 117 for 
the Caty vot Dublin. 

Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 125, which is 10 less than thet 
for the first quarter of 1942. 


Tubereulous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 1,183, including 959 from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and 224 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
first quarter of 1942 were 1,128, 904 and 224 respectively. The rate for all forms cf this 
disease was 1-6 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 1-3 and all other forms 0:3; 
the respective rates for the first quarter of the preceding year were 1:5, 1-2 and 0°3. 


Cancer.— Deaths from cancer numbered 970, being equivalent to a rate of 1°3 per I, us 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1942 the number was 944 and the rate 1-3, 


Puerperal Causes,—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 2-0 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-4 for puerperal iafection, and 1-6 for other wee peral causes, 
as compared with 2-6, 0:7 ard 1-9 for the first quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 94 and that for the March quarter of 1942 was 80. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1943 the population was 
2,945,000 (1,490,000 males and 1,455,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Register of Popul ation, 1941, the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in 
subsequent issues of this return and in the Annual Report of the Registrar-General.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,970, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5°4 per 1. ,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0- -8 below that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1942. 

Of the total marriages, 3,757 (or 5-5 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the 
population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (213) is equivalent to 4:4 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 17, 248, of which 8,951 
were males and 8,297 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 23-4.per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1-1 
below the rate for the second quarter of 1942. 

The total includes 634 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-7 pé@r cent. of the total births 
recorded.

DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 10,944; of this number 5,685 
were of males, and 5,259 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 14-8 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0-+2 
above the rate for the second quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysertery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0°6 per 1,000, which was 0-1 
above that for the second quarter of 1942. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter oi last year. the deaths from these 
diseases show an increase in the case of whooping cough of 4, and diarrhoea and enteritis 
{under 2 years) of 35. On the other haad deaths from typhoid fever have decreased by 8 
scarlet fever by one, diphtheria by 6, and measles by 27. 

The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 245, including 118 for 
the City: of) Darblin. » 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 103, which is 29 less than that 
for the’ second quarter of 1942. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 1,258, including 978 from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and 280 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
second quarter of 1942 were 1,269, 1,011 and 258 respectively. The rate for all forms of this 
disease was 1-7 per 1,000, that for pulmona ary tuberculosis being 1-3 and all other forms 0:4; 
the respective rates for the second quarter of the preceding year were 1-7, 1-4 and 0:3. 


Cancer.—-Deaths from cancer numbered 974, being equivalent to a rate of 1-3 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1942 the number was 964 and the rate 1-3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were cope by a rate of 2-1 per 1,,00 
births registered, comprising 0°6 for puerperal infection, and 1°5 for other puerpera! causes, 
as compared with 2-2, 0:3 and 1-9 for the second quarter of fae year. - 


Infant Mortality ——The rate (deaths of infants Ander t one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 75 and that for the June quarter of 1942 was 62. 


Population._It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1943 the population was 
2,951,000 (1,492,000 males and 1,458,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Register of Population, 1941, the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in 
subsequent issues of this return and in the Annual Report of the Registrar-General.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 5,160, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 7-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population; this rate is 0°2 above that for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1942. 

Of the total marriages, 4,800 {or 70 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Gathoucs4 in the 
population) were celebrated in scone ee with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. 
The remainder (360) is equivalent to 7-4 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. 


f BIRTHS. : 


The number of births registered during the quarter atiednid & to 16,538, of which 8,536 
were of males and 8002 of females. 

The number represents a rate of 22.4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 
1-5 below the rate for the third quarter of 1942. 

The total includes 607 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3°7 per cent of the total: 
births recorded. — 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,971]; of this number 4,755 
were of males, and 4,216 of females. 

The equivalent annual rate was 12-2 per 1,000 of the estimated population, ee O°7 
above the rate for the third quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths ‘from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 

scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysertery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 

and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0-7 per 1,000, which was 0-1 
above that for the third quarter of 1942. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these 
diseases show an increase in the case of whooping cough of 18, diphtheria of 22 and diarrhoea 
and enteritis {under 2 years) of 82. On the other haad deaths from typhoid fever have 
decreased by 4, scarlet fever by 8, and measles by 5. 

The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 385, including 234 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.—The number of deaths from influenza was 43, which is 6 more than that 
for the third quarter ot 1942. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from this disease numbered 911, including 739 from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and 172 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
third quarter of 1942 were 958, 804 and 154 respectively. The rate for all forms of this” 
disease was 1-2 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis being 1-0 and all other forms 0°2 ; 
the respective rates for the second quarter of the preceding vear were 1°3, 1-1 and 0:2. 

Cancer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 916, being equivalent to a rate of 1-2 per 1,000 
of the population ; in the corresponding quarter of 1942 the number was 937 and the rate 1-3. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1:1 per 1,100 
births registered, comprising 0-2 for puerperal infection, and 0-9 for other puerpera! causes, 
as compared with 1:8, 0:3 and 1°5 for the third quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality —The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 71 and that for the September quarter of 1942 was 57. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1943 the population was 
2,951,000 (1,498,000 males and 1,458,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Register of Population, 194], the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in” 
subsequent issues of this return and in the Annual Report of the Registrar-General.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter numbered 3,671, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 5-0 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate is 0*2 below that for the corres- 
ponding quarter of 1942. 

Of the total marriages, 3,465 (or 5:0 per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in 
the population) were celebrated in accordance with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic 


Church. The remainder (206) is equivalent to 4°2 per 1,000 of the population other 
than Catholic. 


BIRTHS. _ 
The number of births registered during the quarter amounted to 15,237, of which 7,920 
were of males and 7,317 of females. 
The number represents a rate of 20-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0:6 
below the rate for the fourth quarter of 1942. 


The total includes 557 illegitimate births, equivalent to 3-7 per cent. of the total births 
recorded. : 


DEATHS. 
The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 10,908; of this number 5,619 
were of males, and 5,289 of females. ; 
The equivalent annual rate was 14-8 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1-0 
above the rate for the fourth quarter of the preceding year. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid. fever, 
scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery, smallpox, measles, typhus and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years)—represented an annual rate of 0-6 per 1,000, which was 0-1 
below that for the fourth quarter of 1942. 

When compared with the corresponding quarter of last year the deaths from these 
diseases show an increase in the case of typhoid fever of 4, diphtheria of 4, and measles of 3. 
On the other hand deaths from scarlet fever have decreased by one, whooping cough by 12 
and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) by 62. 

The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years) numbered 284, including 145 for 
the City of Dublin. 


Inflyenza.—Tbe number of deaths from influenza was 197, which is 125 more than that 
for the fourth quarter of 1942. 


Tuberculous Disease——Deaths from this disease numbered 868, including 690 from 
pulmonary tuberculosis and 178 from other forms of tuberculous disease. The figures for the 
fourth quarter of 1942 were 935, 755 and 180 respectively. The rate for all forms of this 
disease was 1-2 per 1,000, that for pulmonary tuberculosis bemg 0:9 and all other forms 0°3; 
the respective rates for the fourth quarter of the preceding year were 1:2, 1-0 and 0-2. 


Caneer.—Deaths from cancer numbered 970, being equivalent to a rate of 1-3 per 1,000 
of the population ; 1m the corresponding quarter of 1942 the number was 1,056 and the rate 1-4. 


Puerperal Causes.—Deaths from these causes were represented by a rate of 1°6 per 1,000 
births registered, comprising 0-3 for puerperal infection, and 1°3 for other puerperal causes, 
as compared with 2-2, 0:8 and 1-4 for the fourth quarter of last year. 


Infant Mortality.—The rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births 
registered) was 81 and that for the December quarter of 1942 was 79. 


Population.—It is estimated that at the middle of the year 1943 the popuiation was 
2,951,000 (1,493,000 males and 1,458,000 females). This estimate, based on the population 
according to the Register of Population, 1941, the number of births and deaths registered, and 
the passenger movement (including emigration and immigration), is provisional.

The number of deaths registered during the year was 43,426 ; of this number 22,643 were 
of males, and 20,783 of females.

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these diseases—comprising typhoid fever, 
typhus, smallpox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping cough, diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhoea 
and enteritis (under 2 years of age)—represented an annual rate of 0:6 per 1,000, which was 
the same as the rate for the year 1942. 


When compared with the corresponding figures for last year deaths from whooping 
cough, diphtheria and diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 years of age) show increases of 69, 42 
and 191, respectively ; on the other hand deaths from typhoid fever have decreased by 7, 
from scarlet fever by 4, from dysentery by 2, from measles by 51 and from typhus by one. 


The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis (under 2 vears of age) numbered 1,191, including 
609 for the City of Dublin. 


Influenza.——The number of deaths from influenza was 468, which was 80 more than 
that for the year 1942. 


Tuberculous Disease.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 4,220, 
comprising 3,366 from pulmonary tuberculosis, and 854 from other forms of tuberculous 
disease. The corresponding figures for the year 1942 were 4,347, 3,512 and 835 respectively. 
The rate for deaths from all forms of this disease for 1943 was 1-4 per 1,000, the rate for
